IN WINNIPEG IN 
TOILS OF POLICE 


Winnipeg, Sept. 6.—The crusade 
against Germans who speak openly 
against the government and laud the 
kaiser is making progress in the west. 
Today Jacob Bergy, of German de- 
scent, is under arrest charged with 
openly committing these offences, and 
yet he has lived around Rosser and 
grown rich for twenty years. 

He talked in favor of the kaiser 
openly at the town blacksmith shop 
and the military policq went after 
him. He resented his son _ being 
called very much, as he declared he 
is needed on the farm. 

One of the statements he is alleged 
to have said at the blacksmith shop 
is, “The present government is rot- 
ten. They want production from the 
land, and yet they turn around and 
take the farmers’ sons for the army 
instead of taking bank clerks and 
others. The d—— Union government 
has no. business’ to conscript our 
sons.” 

He is also accused of having de- 
clared that “You never hear anything 
about the British losses. When the 
British lost 150,000 men they did not 
say anything about it.

the Toronto Star: 

Another Canadian Chaplain has 
been killed in'action. Among the cas- 
ualties reported. during the week 
appeared theyname of Hon. Capt. W. 
H. Davis, M.C., of Edmonton. He had 
long been serving at the front as 
chaplain with the 4th C.M.R., of Tor- 
onto. 

Captain Davis was awarded the 
Military Cross for his valuable and 
courageous service to the wounded in 
No Man’s Land at Paschaendale. 
With the Red Cross flag tied to his 
stick he went out under fire seeking 
the wounded, friend and foe alike, 
and rendering them such aid and con- 
solation as he could. Returned offi- 
cers and men of his battalion have 
spoken, and many still at the front 
have written, of Captain Davis, in 
erms of the highest admiration, say- 
ing of him that he went over the top 
with his unit on all occasions, and 
shared all the dangers and discom- 
forts of war with the fighting unit to 
which he was attached. Over the top 
of Vimy Ridge, where the Canadians 
had dug themselves in, he conducted 
an impressive funeral service at the 
dead were interred at night, enemy 
shells falling the while about the 
burial party. 

The story of the brave and good 
man, faithful unto death, is probably 
that of many another chaplain in the 
Canadian and British forces. Whole 
armies have gained a. new idea of the 
clergy from the way in which these 
men have voluntarily shared the hard- 
ships and dangers of war, going irito 
battle unarmed, cheerful, resolute in 
duty. 

There is nothing surprising in the 
fact that a chaplain should prove to 
be as courageous as any other man. 
But he is not expected nor required to 
serve as a fighter. He igs aminister 
of peace opposed to violence. When 
a chaplain proves to be as brave as 
any colonel or Heutenant of them all 
the only ground for surprise is that 
one who has chosen a vocation and 
passed through a training fitting him 
for services far removed from war 
should when the test comes show 
the courage, fortitude and endurance 
of any soldier there. 

It is worth noting that many of the 
men who have made high reputations 
for courage in this war, who have 
performed the bravest deeds in des- 
perate life-and-death moments, have 
not been those men who would have 
been chosen in advance as the ones 
most likely to do these deeds and win 
these reputations. In some of, the 
smaller places in Ontario, where ev- 
erybody -knows everybody else, it is 
found that some of the young fellows 
who were regarded as born fighters 
have not been heard of, while reputa- 
tions have been made and .decorations 
won by other young fellows who grew 
up without evincing the slightest de- 
sire to fight anybody. Fighting in 
war is different from fighting that 
schoolboys do. -In war a little’ extra 
weight and muscle do not count for 
much; a little extra dash of quality, 
of spirit, of coolness and resource in 
a tight pinch, counts for a great deal. 
Where the issue ig life or death a 
little dash of something over and 
above physical courage is required 
to make the hero. It is known that a 
man may be scarred to his very mar- 
row and yét do a great deed. 


NO BEER IN U.S. 
AFTER DECEMBER 
NEXT SAYS BILL 


PRESIDENT WILSON BRINGS 
NATION-WIDE PROHIBITION 
STILL NEARER. 


Washington, Sept. 7.—Nation-wide 
prohibition was a step pearer as the 
result of the adoption by the senate 
last night of the emergency agricult- 
ural bill with its “dry” legislative 
rider and an announcement by the 
food administration that President 
Wilson would exercise his war-time 
authority to prohibit the manufacture 
of beer after December 1. 

Under the legislation enacted by 
the senate the manufacture of both 
beer and wine would be prohibited 
after next May until the American 
troops are demobilised after the war 
and the sale of all intoxicants for 
beverage purposes would be _ prohib- 
ited after July 1, President Wilson's 
order stopping the manufacture of 
beer after December 1. Wine will be 
the only intoxicating liquor which 
can be manufactured in the United 
States after that date, the distilling 
of whisky having been prohibited last 
year as a food conservation measure. 

The emergency agricultural bill has 
been sent back to the house which

compose the differences with the 
senate. Prohibition leaders, how- 
ever, expected the house to agree to 
the prohibition rider so that it can- 
not be changed by the senate and 
house managers when they take up 
quoted sections of the appropriation 
measure,

GERMAN SPIRIT, 
SAYS HINDENBURG 


ISSUE MANIFESTO, WHICH IS 
WIDELY PUBLISHED— “BE 
ON YOUR GUARD.” ° 


Amsterdam, Sept. 7.—Field Marshal 
manifesto to the Ger- 
«man people declaring that the enemy, 
in addition to the armed offensive, is 
conducting an offensive by printed 
matter containing most insane ru- 
mors is published prominently in all 
the German newspapers. It begins: 

“We are engaged in a severe bat- 
tle with our enemies. If numerical 
superiority alone were to guarantee 
victory, then Germany long since 
would have lain crushed on the 
round. The enemy knows, however, 
‘that Germany and her allies are not 
to be vanquished by arms alone.” 

ARE STRONG ENOUGH. 

The proclamation says that along 
with the battle against the Germans 
armies, the enemy is waging war 
against the German spirit. “We 
should not treat lightly this plan of 
the enemy,” he says. 

“What are the facts,” asks von 
Hindenburg. “In the east we have 
forced peace and in the west we are 
also strong enough to do so, despite 
the Americans. But we 
strong and united.” 

The manifesto proceeds to say that 
the allies are trying to force neutral 
nations to fight against the Germans 
“because we are a match: for them. 
Why doeg the enemy incite colored 
people against the German soldiers? 
Because he wants to annihilate us.” 

DISSENSION AND DISTRUST 

Referring to a leaflet advising the 
Germans to fight against the Hohen- 
zollerns and capitalism and to help 
the entente give Germany a better 
constitution, the proclamation says: 

“The enemy knows what strength 
resides in our state and empire and 
endeavors to open wounds in_ the 
German body politic with leaflets 
rumors. He endeavors to sow dis- 
sension and distrust among the feder- 
al states. / 

“There have always been traitors 
to the fatherland, willing and un- 
willing. They mostly dwell in neu- 
tral countries in order not to be ob- 
liged to share our battle and depriva- 
tions.” 

The manifesto concludes. 

“Be on your guard, German army.”

CHILEANS ANGRY OVER HUN 
EFFORT TO WRECK SHIPS.

Santiago, Chili, Sept. 5.—The -at- 
tempt of German crews to destroy 
their interned ships in Chilean har- 
bors on Tuesday night hag caused a 
sensation and a wave of indignation 
has swept through Chile. The plot to 
destroy the ships apparently was 
carefully planned, as crews in three 
different ports acted simultaneously, 
using dynamite to destroy the ma- 
chinery of their vessels. 

The German steamers interned in 
Chilean ports number ‘thirty-two, 
while the total number of sailing ves- 
sels igs fifty seven. The tonnage of 
the steamers and sailing vessels ag- 
gregategs 230,000. 

Seven of the steamers were dam- 
aged. Four were anchored in the 
harbor or Corral, where there is a 
strong German element; one was at 
the port of Valparaiso, and two, the 
Karnak, of 7,004 tons gross and the 
Thessalia, of 4,047 tons gross, were 
lying off Antofagasta, one of the chief 
nitrate ports of Chili.

Reports from the whaling stations 
indicate that there hag been a great 
improvement in all respects over 
early May conditions. The weather 
has greatly improved on all the 
“hunting grounds” and the number 
of mammals secured by all the boats 
has been most encouraging, according 
to advices which the Victoria Whal- 
ing Company has received. 

Previous reports had shown that 
there were large numbers of whales 
off the Victoria Island coast, but the 
weather conditions had been so un- 
favorable that the boats had small 
opportunity to make killings. The 
latest information is that matters 
have been quite reversed lately, and 
at Akulan the catch not only num- 
bereg many whales of the ordinary 
type, but also a number of sperms.

Ottawa, Sept. 6.—Thanksgiving Day 


this year has been fixed by the gov- 
ernment for Monday,’ October 14. In 
selecting Monday the government has 
conformed to the practice adopted in 
recent years. Formerly Thanksgiv- 
ing Day usually fell on a Thursday in 
late October or November, but the 
Commercial Travellers’ Association 
and other bodies agitated for a Mon- 
day holiday to increase the opportun- 
ity for family re-unions during the 
season of thanksgiving. 

This year there has been agitation 
to have the holiday fixed for a Thurs- 
day, and it has also been suggested 
that the Canadian holiday should 
conform to that of the United States, 
which occurs on November. 


MARSHAL FOCH PUTS {MUSTARD GAS IS 
PRECEPT INTO PRACTICE) FIENDISH WEAPON 


Paris, Sept. 6.—The course of the 
fighting on the western front contin- 
ues to show day after day that Mar- 
shal Foch is practicing his precept in 
the art of war, which consists of at- 
tacking with telling effect on the ene- 
my. 

As Henri Bidou points out in the 
Journal des Debats, the battle of the 
Marne is being reproduced with the 
positions reversed. Six German arm- 
jes are recoiling, closely pressed by 
seven or eight Allied armies. The 
Allied armies form an arc of a cir- 
cle encircling the Germans, ani, just 
as in the Marne battle, the fighting 
rages on the centre and now on one 
or the other wings. Each move is 
made with such skill and decisiveness 
that its effect is felt on every part of 
the line. At present General Mangin 
is having his innings, while the Brit- 
ish have been resting on their laurels 
for a brief period and preparing for a 
further blow. 

BRILLIANT SUCCESSFUL 

The commander of the French right 
wing made a brilliant success of yes- 
terday’s fighting, placing the entire 
hinge of the enemy's defence system 
north of Soissons in the Allied grasp 
The capture of Polemry, Coucy-le-Cha- 
teau and Coucy-Laville, all of which 
have been cleaned ‘out and destroyed 
by the relentless enemy, brings the 
Allied troops to the foot of St. Gobain 
heights, on the retention of which the 
present German line in the west ab- 
solutely depends. The Allied forces 
have also reached the River Aisne 
from Conde to Vieil-Arcy and occupy 
dominating positions north of the 
Vesle. 

RETREATING TO CAMBRAI 

It is naw plain that the direction 
of the enemy retreat is towards the 
line of Cambrai-St. Quentin. He is 
carryinging it out with no mean suc- 
cess, and only one mistake can be 
declared in his plan. That error lay 
in the persistency with which he clung 
to theVesle. Probably General Lu! 
dendorff wished to keep possession of 
the St. Thierry hills northwest of 
Rheims, and thus keep a continued 
threat hanging over the city. The re- 
sult of his delay, however, was to 
put him in a serious position, and to 
save the seventh German army, in the 
comniand of which General von Boehn 
has been replaced by General Eber- 
hardt, he wag obliged as soon as Gen- 
eral Mangin began to threaten him, 
to sacrifice division after division on 
the plateau north of Soissons, and 
even now General Eberhardt’s army 
is by no means extricated..

BURNS EYES, BLISTERS SKIN 
AND DESTROYS LUNGS OF 
THOSE BREATHING IT. 


Washington, Sept. 2.—The most 
dangerous of poison gas used by the 
Germans is “mustard gas,” or di- 
chloro-diethy]lsulphide. 

Mustara gas has a distinctive but 
not altédgether unpleasant smell, more 
like garlic than mustard. It is a 
heavy oily liquid. It boils at 217 de- 
grees centigrade, and thus has prop- 
erties whereby it can be distributed 
in the form of a spray on the impact 
of a shell. 

Mustard gas is a powerful producer 
of tears: After several hours the eyes 
begin to swell and blister, causing in- 
tense pain. The nose discharges 
freely, and severe coughing and vom- 
iting ensue. 


BLISTERS SKIN 


Direct contact with the spray 
causes blistering of the skin, and 
the vapor penetrates through the 
clothing. Gas masks, of course, do 
not protect against this. The symp- 
toms are similar to pneumonia—high 
fever, heavy breathing and often 
stupor. 

The damage done by mustard gas 
ig a slow and insidious development. 
The breaking down of the affected 
tissues is slow, the height being 
reached from five to ten days after 
the burn igs. received. The painless- 
ness of the lesion is also a marked 
characteristic. Healing is slow. 


CAUSES DELAY 


Mustard gas besides being used 
in direct attack is also used for 
“neutralization.” For instance, 
where supplies and ammunition are 
being brought up, a few mustard gas 
shells will result in dangerous con- 
fusion and delay. A part of the in- 
fantry is “neutralized” by having 
food and ammunition cut down. If 
the shell hurts as well as neutralizes, 
so much the better. 

Mustard gas is employed in sheils 
of all calibres up to 8 inches. In one 
recent attack lasting 48 hours, the 
Germans used 7,000 tons of it. At 
Armentieres the gutters ran with 
the horrible reddish-brown liquid. It 
has killed men as far back as 12 
miles from the front. 


“AMERICAN MASK DESCRIBED

There is a 
one-way shutter valve in the hood 
through which the air comes out. 
This mask is designed to last ten 
hours.

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MANITOBA WHEAT RUNNING 
ABOUT 1714 BUSHEL TO ACRE

Winnipeg, Sept. 5—The Manitoba 


Department of Agriculture issued to- 
day an exhaustive resume of crop 
conditions in the province, in which 
it is stated that at least seventy-five 
per cent. of the grain is cut in South- 
ern Manitoba. North of the Riding 
Mountains and in the Swan river val- 
ley only about forty per cent. is cut, 
though some points are a great deal 
further ahead than others. 

Only one or two places reported 
prior to Sunday night, but Wednes- 
day morning telegrams from several 
points indicate a few degrees of frost, 
averaging about four degrees. 

The average grain is piump and the 
threshing, which ig well .under way in 
some districts, is producing some 
splendid specimens of wheat. The 
yield for the province estimated from 
returns sent in to the department is: 

Wheat 17% bushels to the acre; 
oats, 40 bushels to the acre; barley, 
30%4 bushels to the acre; flax, 11% 
bushels to the acre.

NAVAL AIR SERVICE FOR THE 
DEFENSE OF CANADA. 


Ottawa, Sept. 5.—Hon. C. C. Ballan- 
tyne,minister of naval service, author- 
izes a statement on the Royal Cana- 
dian Air services: 

“The establishment of an air service 

in Canada, intended primarily for the 
defense of the Canadian coasts during 
the war, has been under consideration 
for some time, but various difficulties, 
chiefly concerned with the supply of 
the necessary material, have prevent- 
ed this being formed before. 
The title of the service will be the 
Royal Canadian Naval Air service, 
with ranks of officers and men on 
similar lines to those formerly in use 
in the R.N.A.S. The uniform for 
officers will be dark blue serge, cut 
on military lines, with naval shaped 
cap and badges distinctive from the 
R.C.N., but indicative of the branch 
of service. Uniform for men will be 
similar to that mostly used by tae 
R.N.A.S., and discipline will be naval. 
Rates of pay have not yet been com- 
pletely settled, but will mot be less 
than those in force in the R.A.F.”

BRITISH ARE DRIVING THROUGH 
STRONGEST DEFENCE LINE 
EVER CONSTRUCTED. 


With the British Army in France, 
Sept. 4.—The British victory in the 
battle on the Drocourt-Queant line 
seems complete. Without having de- 
livered a single counter-attack and 
staggering from the blows adminis- 
tered to him, the Germans during the 
night and early Tuesday morning were 
in full flight on the eastern side of 
the Canal du Nord. 

The enemy is trying to save what 
men and material he can from the 


wreck in behind one of the most’ 


powerful defense systems ever de- 
vised, the much boasted Drocourt- 
Queant line, or, as the Germans call 
it, the Wotan line. The British are 
driving far through it and are hurry- 
ing eastward, leaving behind only 
pockets of machine gunners, and even 
resistance from these is gradually 
melting away. Strong forces are 
now fighting their way down the Hin- 
denburg line itself and are cleaning 
it up ag they go. e 

Meanwhile, a little south from here, 
another force is driving on the Hin- 
denburg ling frantically. The Hun 
has tasted disaster in the Drocourt- 
Queant battle line and+now his disor- 
ganized and badly depleted forces are 
working fast to prevent an even great- 
er catastrophe overtaking them. The 
British are rapidly approaching and 
are close to Canal du Nord, the terri- 
tory behind which is now under heavy 
fire from many British cannon. 

The Canal du Nord, where the Ger- 
mans are retiring ig simply a canal 
under construction and contains no 
water. It is like a railroad tunnel 
with the top off. ‘It is eighty feet 
across and sixty feet deep, with its. 
sides for the most part granite walled 
sloping slightly inward otwards the 
bottom. There may be hard fighting 
here as there was last year. 

It was early in the morning, after a 
night battle of the most stubborn 
nature was fought, that the Germans 
began to show real signs of generally 
being beaten. The village of Etaing 
was reported cleared up. Hamblain- 
Lez-Pres, on the extreme flank was 
‘taken and the troops moved eastward 
but they did not go far, as the Ger- 
mang in desperation had dammed the 
river Scarpe at Vitry-En-Artois and 
flooded the lowlands in this locality. 

Patrols entered Biache-St. Vaast, 
which soon was reported entirely 
captured. From this general location 
in the front, the British pushed sharp- 
ly forward.

London. Sept. 4.—Paris papers print the following semi-official statement: 


“The hour seems close at hand when the superb efforts of the Allies will begin to beay fruit,” one of our s oheat 


chiefs said yesterday. 


“We are on the last lap and close to the winning post.” 


Paris, Sept. 4.—Between Ypres and Rheims, with General Mangin menacing St. Gobain Forest and the 
Chemin-des-Dames, with Generals Humbert and Debeney advancing on St. Quentin and the Franco-American 
on the Vesle, with Rawlinson before.Peronne, General Byng before Lens and General Plummer before -Arment- 


ieres, the enemy feels the soil of France slipping from under his feet. 


Commentators point out that in the present offensive continuity has been maintained for forty-six days without 
a break and that not since the beginning of the war has such an extended series of hammer-blows been directed, 
throwing the adversary into complete dismay. The enemy is unable to ROLE Ane his forces to make a stand 


arresting the onward march of the Allies. 


Paris, Sept. 4—The entente allies have reduced the length of the western 
battlefront by nearly 60 miles since July 18 by pressing back the Germans 
from the territory which they conquered in their offensives of March, April 
and July. This places at the disposal of the entente allied commander-in- 
chief a considerable number of divisions which heretofore had been engaged 


in holding the line. 
With the British Armies in France, 


Sept. 4.—British troops were reported 


this morning to have taken the town of Moeuvres, three and a half miles 
southeast of Queant, but the capture of the place was not confirmed. 

The Germans are in full flight in the region of the Canal-du-Nord, and ap- 
pear to be more than ever disorganized. A thousand more prisoners were 
captured last night by Field Marshal Haig’s forces. 

In the fighting along the Cambrai road some idea of the German disorgan- 
ization may be had in the fact that a number of crews of German howitzers 


captured were standing around their guns. 


Others complained that they had 


had nothing to cat for four days because of the great disorganization at their 


rear. 


The lack of German shell fire was explained in many instances when gun- 


ners captured said they had no ammunition whatever. 


Many times they de- 


clared they could have fired with open sight into the advancing British but 

they had no shells and could not get any. 

: In Rumaucourt, which has been captured and left behind by the ady ancing 
forces, French civilians were found. They were overjoyed at their liberation. 

Further south the British hold Hermies, Demicourt, Manacourt, and the

GREAT PURSUIT OF RETIRING 
HUNS CONTINUES. 


British headquarters Sept. 4.—The 
great pursuit of the retiring Germans 
continues. The German rear guards 
8re quite unable to check our batter- 
ies, which gallop behind them and fire 
point blank into the masses moving 
eastward. 

We appear to have reached the out- 
skirts of Mouevres. 

Stiff fighting is probable at Moue- 
vres, as this is the village connecting 
the new switch line with the main 
Hindenburg line. It ig linked by a 
redoubt covering a square mile. As, 
however, we occupied Buissy-Inchy, it 
should not be difficult to turn the 
Mouveres redoubt by coming down on 
the rear of it. 

Enemy rear-guards yesterday suc- 
ceeded in engaging the British ad- 
vancing troops here and there, and in 
fighting delaying actions, ‘which were 
unsuccessful and were of short dura- 
tion. But they did not check the gal- 
loping up of our batteries which fre- 
quently fired at point blank range into 
the struggling retreating columns to 
the eastward. 

In the rapidity of his withdrawal 
the enemy did not have time to de- 
stroy all the crossings over the north 
canal and last night patrols were re- 
ported by airplane to be holding two 
bridges weff in the line of the British 
" advance. 

During the day, the British third 
army rounded up 1,948 prisoners and 
22 field guns. Further north the Can- 
adians and English collected another 
720 prisoners. 

London, Sept. 4.—The city of Lens 
has been definitely evacuated by the 
Germans, according to reports from 
northern France today. The British, 
it is said, are refraining from occupy- 
ing it because of the gas fumes re- 
maining there. 

Patrols protected against the fumes 
have entered ‘the city, it is stated, 
and found it clear of the enemy. 

Large convoys, the advices state, 
~Weére seen moving toward the rear-of 
this area today, and bridges are being 
destroyed. 

The Germans are contemplating a 
general retirement from the Vesle re- 
gion, where they have been facing the 
Americans and French along the river 
according to indications reported 
from the battlefront today. The re- 
cent Franco-American successes’ in 
the south apparently have prompted 
such a move.

The guns were in 
perfect working order, and all the 
Americans had to do was to switch 
their muzzles in the opposite direc- 
tion to which they had been pointing.

ONE MAN FLOUR MILLS |PUNISHED FOR BREAK- 


BECOMING POPULAR 


IN UNITED STATES). > senorin 


1,400 OF NEW DEVICES NOW IN 
OPERATION IN VARIOUS 
CITIES 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 30.—A one- 
man flour mill is a recent invention 
in which industrial experts in Wash- 
ington are greatly interested. It is 
one of those inventions which is tend- 
ing to break up trusts. 

It is unnatural that wheat should 
be sent thousands of miles from the 
place where it is grown to be milled 
and then returned in the form of flour. 
The natural thing would -be for ev- 
ery community to have a-mill which 
would grind just as much wheat as 
the community needs, and a little for 
export. This would take away from 
a few speculators the power to buy 
up and raise the price on wheat be- 


cause they control means of transpor- 
tation and warehouse facilities. 


LIKE COFFEE GRINDER. 


The one man mill has worked out 
certain methods of simplifying the 
process of flour making. The mill 
does for wheat what a coffee grinder 
does for coffee. The wheat is put in 
at one end and the flour comes out at 
the other.| Its capacity is 25 barrels 
a day. 

This is the first indication of a step 
back from the concentration of the 
mill industry which has been going on 
for a generation to the old days when 


every community had its water-driven |. 


mill with stone grinders. 


1,400 IN OPERATION. 


There are 1,400 of these mills in 
operation, and the operators report 
profitable business. Each mill stands 
about as high as a packing case con- 
taining an upright piano, and looks 
very much like one. The first one 
Wags set up in England by an expert 
English miller, and is still operating 
there. 

In 1880 there were 30,000 flour mills 
in America. Today with the popula- 
tion doubled there are less than 8,000. 


OLD MILLS SIMPLE. 


The old buhr or stone mill was 
a simple and inexpensive affair. It 
consisted of one or more pair of 
stones and one or more silk covered 
reels. It was quite simple to operate. 

The whiteness of the _ so-called 
“patent” flour made by the roller 
process was what drove the stone- 
ground flour out of business. The 
stone-ground flour was sweeter and 
probably more nourishing, but it was 
not so attractive looking. 


OIL SAND STRUCK 
* AT PEAGE RIVER 


President Mitchell, of the Tar Is- 
land Oi] and Gas Company, told the 
press on Sunday night that the oil 
boring operations in the Peace River 
country conducted by his company 
had been even more successful than 
anticipated.

ING THE LAW 


the regulation which 

for. a reckoning for bad eggs 
eae from producers or country 
dealers, over. and above an allowance 
of one per cent.,.the William Davies 
Company and.the Matthews-Blackwell 
Company, both of Montreal, have been 
forbidden to buy, sell or otherwise 
deal in eggs for 30 days. According 
to the regulations in force since June 
1st last, every dealer placing eggs in 
cold storage is required to furnish to 
the operator of the warehouse a state- 
ment in writing certifying that such 
eggs have been candled and that bad 
or unsound eggs have been removed. 
No licensee of the Canada Food Board 
is permitted to pay, or demand pay- 
ment for bad eggs im excess of an al- 
owed margin of one per cent on the 
total amount of the transaction. The 
object of the Canada Food Board was 
to make the handling of such eggs un- 
profitable for the dealer, who is now 
obliged to charge them back against 
those from whom they are originally 
purchased. In the case of the two 
companies under suspension, it was 
found that no attempt had been made 
to charge back for unsound eggs in 
this way, although the candling record 
showed percentages running as high 
as fourteen. A firm in Charlottetown 
has been disciplined in the same way 
for a similar offence. 

It wags manifestly nothing but fair 
that the public should not be called 
upon to pay for bad eggs. If a dealer 
purchases bad eggs and pays for then 
the least trouble for him would be 
to say nothing about it after finding 
the fact out by candling, but pass the 
eggs on into the channels of trade 
where the consumer would eventually 
pay for the loss. Everybody else who 
handled the eggs, from the producer 
to the retail storekeeper would thus 
‘have charged their profits and expen- 
8es just the same. By the order of 
the Canada Food Board it is provided 
that bad eggs be reported and charged 
back to their source of origin so that 
the loss is borne by the parties res- 
ponsible for their delay in reaching 
the market fresh. In these times of 
high prices for eggs and every other 
food commodity, the consumer 
doubly entitled to fresh eggs bought 
in good faith in the regular way. 
Producers should be careful of the 
stock they sell and dealers should be 
watchful of the stock they buy. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKS 
RECOGNIZED BY 
~ UNITED STATES 


RECOGNIZED BY WILSON AS CO- 
BELLIGERENT PEOPLE AT WAR 
WITH CENTRAL POWERS» 


Washington, Sept. 4—The United 
States has recognized the Czecho- 
Slovak peoples as a_ co-belligerent 
nation in the war against Germany 
and Austria-Hungary. 

Prof. T. G. Masaryk, president of 
the Czecho-Slovak national council 
and commander-in-chief of the Czecho- 
armies fighting in Russia, 
France, and Italy, met Secretary Lan- 
sing at the state department on Tues- 
day and was formally notified of Pres- 
ident Wilson's action. 

Great Britain, France and Italy al- 
ready have recognized the Czecho- 
Slovaks, and Japan has given implied 
recognition by participating in the 
international expedition, which is aid- 
ing the Czecho-Slovaks and _ loyal 
Russians in re-establishing the east- 
ern front. The headquarters of the 
nation are at present in Paris, but its 
territorial boundaries include Bohe- 
mia, Moravia, and a portion of Galicia, 
all now under Austrian domination. 

Tremendous political significance is 
attached in diplomatic quarters to to- 
day’s action by the United States. 

It means that America with the al- 
lies will go to the peace conference, 
recognizing as an independent nation 
and all, a large section of the present 
Austro-Hungariay empire.

We. believe 
that Providence works through human 
agencies, and that In thls field, as In 
others, we reap what we sow—no 
more and no less.’——-Dr. L. Emmett 
Holt. 

One of the great and impelling du- 
ties of this generation is to provide 
adequate protection for the citizens of 
tomorrow, who are the babies of 
to-day. 

We need an awakening to the im- 
portance of the child as a primary 
asset of the nation. 

The waste of infant life affects not 
only the happiness of the home, but 
the well-being and future of the 
nation. 

. Half the deaths of babies under one 
year are preventable, the chief cause 
being ignorance. Where campaigns 
of education have been carried on, the 
infant death rate has been reduced as 
much as 60 per cent. . 

And for every baby who dies, five 
endure unnecessary ‘sickness, and 
many are handicapped for -life as a 
result. . 

Great Britain now realizes that the 
neglect of her babies during the years 
1872 to 1899 cost her the lives of 
1,600,000 male infants alone, who 
would have been of military age today 
had they been spared—a priceless 
reservoir of man-power wastéd. 

In Canada, where population is s0 
needed and desired, there are annu- 
ally 35,000 deaths of children under 
five years of age, most of ;which are 
from preventable causes. About one 
out of every eight Canadian babies 
born dies during its first year. 

There is no loss so irretrievable as 
the wastage of these human resources 

There is no economy so fundamen- 
tal, and no investment comparable to 
that devoted to the Consefvation and 
All-round Development of Child Life.

BEAT BACK SIX BATTALIONS. 

A battalion not then engaged, and 
which in three and a half years of 
war has never failed to get its ob- 
jective, wags in line here on Sunday 
night, preparatory to the start of the 
fighting on Monday morning last. At 
midnight a fresh German division at- 
tacked it, sending in six battalions. 
Our troops fought back step by step 
to the jumping off line, taking a hun- 
dred prisoners. 

The comradeship of two battalions 
who fought at the second battle of 
Ypres was shown in a recent attack. 
The first battalion had taken a wood, 
but in the advance a gap was opened 
up between it and the second battal- 
fon engaged, which occupied a line 
some distance off and at a_ tangent. 
The Boche went in with a very heavy 
counter attack against the wood, re- 
taking it and pushing the battalion 
out in front of them. Seeing its peril 
the commander of the second battal- 
ion, on his own initiative, led the bat- 
talion in the charge putting the en- 
emy to rout. This brilliant action 
might have led to a very compromis- 
ing situation.

AIRMAN HELP TROOPS

London, Sept. 6.—The -storm centre 
of the aerial activity throughout the 
week has been the sector from Lens 
to Peronne, the airmen materially as- 
sisting in bombing the immensely 
strong Hindenburg defences and, har- 
rassing the retreating enemy. Ger- 
man organizations in the Wotan line, 
including the vital railroads radiating 
from Valenciennes, was heavily bomb- 
ed. In the course of the week 166 
tons of bombs were dropped. Ninety- 
twp enemy machines were destroyed 
and forty-five disabled, while seventy- 
five British machines were reported 
as missing. 

There are indications that the aer- 
ial reserves of the enemy are serious- 
ly depleted. A captured document 
lays stress on the necessity of salv- 
ing to the uttermost all parts of air- 
planes which have: been crashed to 
the German lines. 

London, Sept. 6.—The official com- 
municatior 0n the activities of the 
forces issued tonight says: 

“On September 4, the weather was 
fine, but rather cloudy. Our .air- 
planes and balloons were reporting 
the enemy’s movements throughout 
the day, harrassing his troops with 
much gun fire and bombs and observ- 
ing the fire of our artillery. 

“Enemy aircraft, flying in large 
formation:on the German side of the 
line were active at times, especially 
in the Cambrai region. Twenty-three 
hostile machines were destroyed in 
air fighting and 14 others were driven 
down out of control. Three German 
balloons were brought down in flames. 
Thirteen of our airplanes are missing. 
During the day twenty-one tons of 
bombs were dropped by us on various 
targets. No flying was possible at 
night.”

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GERMAN MORALE FAST 
VANISHING LETTERS 


~ — NOW-REVEAL) 


DOCUMENTS FOUND ON FIELD 
AND DEMEANOR OF PRISON- 
ERS REVEAL DESPAIR. 


—— 


With the British Army in France, 
Sept. 6—Long periods of 
without the slightest respite, the an- 
nihilation of whole formations - and 
-the thorough hammering they have 
received have served to fix the idea 
of saving themselves foremost in the 
minds of the Germans. Every pris- 
_oner, in his comments.on the great 
battle, seems to bear this out. 

Almost every diary and every let- 
ter taken from Germans killed show 
that the enemy troops on the western 
front have long suffered from the long 
continued fighting as never before 
An excerpt from an unposted letter 
says: 

“We are in mortal danger every 
day. We cannot last much _ longer. 
We cannot hope for further successes. 
Our enemy is superior in numbers and 
everything else. Victory is now out 
of the question.” 


REFER TO “POOR GERMANY.” 


Many letters end with, these words, 
“Poor Germany.” 

The German shortage in men in this 
territory may well be seen in the fact 
that among the pfisoners taken are 
men who were received as draftees 
in the infantry formations, after hav- 
ing been combed out of the field bak- 
ing establishments and motor trans- 
ports. 

One man, in a typical letter com- 
plains that the strength of his own 
and several other companies has been 
reduced to less than twenty each; yet 
they were forced to hold on. 

He concludes: “If the Tommies 
knew that we wouldn't be here long.” 

As a matter of fact, the Tommies 
do know it, and the Allied command- 
ers are well aware of the depletion of 
the German ranks. The German sold- 
ierg so far as they can be judged by 
the prisoners taken, realize fully the 
nature of the present retreat. They 
know that their vain efforts to hold 
their successive lines of defence 
means that they are in for another 
winter campaign with the terrible or- 
deal of an unsuccessful war and the 
prospects fill them with the deepest 
depression. 


NO MORE BOASTING. 


The German army has_ obviously 
put aside their dreams of a Gernfan 
peace this year, or at any other time. 
No more boasting is heard in the 
prisoners’ cages. There are always, 
from both men and officer, now frank 
forebodings; some of them are couch- 
ed in terms of the darkest despair. 
Thus the German soldiers, despite the 
declarations of their newspapers and 
some of the higher officers are com- 
ing more and more to’ understand 
what awaits them when the full force 
of the American effort is felt. 


BRITISH ARMIES TAKE 
16,500 PRISONERS

HORNE, BYNG, AND RAWLINSON 
ALSO CAPTURE MANY GUNS.

British headquarters, Sept. 5.— 
Since Sunday General Horne’s army 
had captured 6,086 prisoners, 23 heavy 

“howitzers, two high velocity guns, 34 
field guns, 30 trench mortars, six anti- 
tank guns and 475 machine guns. 
Since Saturday Gen. Byng’s army has 
taken 5,761 prisoners and a consider- 
able number of uncounted guns. 

The Flanders front is becoming in- 
creasingly active between Ypres and 


‘ Lens and is assuming a real strateg- 


ical significanse. 

The following figures give some 
idea of the enormous enemy wastage. 
In the recent fighting the 117th regi- 
ment was reduced to 100 rifles, and 
the 115th was withdrawn, with 57 
effectives and the 15th and 19th regi- 
ments average 200 rifles apiece.. In 
the 85th infantry regiment the aver- 
age company strength was 25. The 
259th reserve infantry regiment was 
commanded by a captain, all the 
senior officers having been killed or 
wounded. The foregoing figures in 
every case apply to entire regiments 
econsisting of three battalions. On 
Sunday the second guard's division 
barely mustered 900 men on _ full 
parade ér at full fighting strength.

DROWNING FATALITY.> 


Innisfail Province.—A most unfor- 
tunate accident took place on Mr. 
Milligan’s Lake, Little Red Deer, ear- 
ly on Monday morning. Tom Phil- 
lips and Jack Shenfield were out after 
ducks, and Tom, who was a fairly 
good swimmer, started to wade in 
after a fallen bird, when just as he 
was getting out of his depth, he was 
seized with cramp and went’ under 
with scarcely a_ struggle. Jack, al- 
though unable to swim, showed con- 
siderable pluck in wading out ag far 
as he could and did his best to save 
his friend, but of no avail. 

The news of the accident spread 
quickly, and a party of neighbors as- 
sisted Mr._Phillips in recovering the 
body. Coroner Dr. Turner arrived 
promptly on the scene of the shap 
and pronounced a judgment Pace 
dental death. 

Tom was a boy very much liked by 
those who knew him and the sym- 
pathy of all the district goes out to 
his bereaved parents. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday 
afternoon, service’ being held in St.

BRITISH BLOW WILL 
FORGE GERMANS T0 
REVISE THEIR PLANS 


IF ENEMY ARE FORCED TO WITH- 
DRAW NOW IT WILL ENTAIL 
GIVING UP PRACTICALLY THE 

REMAINDER OF FRANCE 


UNLESS THEY STOP GEN. HORNE 
WHOLE SYSTEM OF HINDEN- 
BURG DEFENCE MUST GO. 


Paris, Sept. 5—The German gen- 
eral staff is today facing the possibil- 
ity of a vast new withdrawal which 
would entail giving up practically all 
the remainder of France now under 
the Teutonic heel. 

It is practically certain that the 
plans of Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
must undergo important revisions, 
owing to the British blow in the Sen- 
see valley. which as I cable, has 
brought the British to within seven 
miles of Cambrai and within six miles 
of Douai, or less than the distance 
from the battery to the Central Park 
lake in New York, while important 
railway communications between 
Douai and Cambrai, as well as the 
highways and communications gener- 
ally between these two cities, are 
themselves generally dominated. 


DEFENCES MUST CRUMBLE 


Unless the Germans can stop the 
advance of General Horne the whole 
system of the Hindenburg defences 
must crumble and beyond this there 
appears to be nothing until the line 
is reached running from Nieuport on 
tthe Belgian sea front, past Lille and 
Mons, from there to Messieres and 
Charleville, through the valley of the 
Meuse and joining up with the old 
line at Pont-a-Mousson. 


Such a retreat would open the eyes|- 


of even the German home folk to the 
extent that the higher command will 
not dare to face unless forced to do 
so by the Allied blows. The Germans 
will unmistakably sacrifice additional 
legions before they begin such a 
crawl. They may yet be forced to 
save themselves by retreating from 
the Hindenburg lige as they did of 
old. 
TO WITHDRAW BULK. 

There igs reason to believe that the 
Germans hope to snatch the initiative 
from the Allies before the end of the 
season’s campaign by rapidly with- 
drawing the bulk of their armies to 
the Hindenburg line, leaving their 
picked troops and a screen of machine 
guns and heavy artillery to prevent 
the rapid advance of the Allies. 

It is argued that they might have 
sufficient divisions rested to form a 
reserve for use as storm troops, those 
to attack at the precise moment when 
the Allies came into contact with the 
Hindenburg line, when the Germans 
must believe them tired and disor- 
ganized. 


FOCH TEARS THROUGH. 


But instead of stopping when they 
reached the Hindenburg’ defences, 
Foch sent the British tearing through 
completely smashing any plans the 
Germans had. Whatever fresh _re- 
serves they were saving for offensive 
purposes were sent to fill the breach 
in the line. 

With the reported evacuation of 
Lens by all save nests of machine 
guns, and with the great possibilities 
opened up by the threat against Cam- 
brai and Douai, the focus of interest 
is on this part of the line. However, 
to the north in Flanders, the British 
are at the doors of Armentieres, in 
which region the Germans are con- 
tinuing to retreat while around Sois- 
sons and in the vicinity of Noyon the 
French troops-are ceaselessly biting 
into the enemy’s flanks, making fur- 
ther withdrawals thereabouts immi- 
nent. 


McGREGOR RESIGNS. 


Ottawa, Sept. 6—No word has been 
received here of the resignation of 
J. D. McGregor, western food  con- 
troller. According to reports current 
in Winnipeg, Mr. McGregor has re- 
signed owing to growing friction be- 
tween the western branch of the food 
control system and the Canada Food 
Board.

London, Sept. 3.—Nine sailors, four 
of whom were dying of wounds, left 
by.a German. submarine commander 
to perish on.a ramshackle raft in the 
North Sea, where eight of them diced, 
is the story of Hun barbarity told by 
Haakon Ohisen, the sole survivor _of 
the Norwegian barque Eglington, now 
recovering in a British naval hospital. 
When near death Ohlsen was rescued 
by a British motor boat patrolling in 
Heligoland bight. 

The Eglington was carrying coal to 
Norway when attacked by the sub- 
marine firing shrapnel. The captain's 
right arm was shattered, the steward 
was badly wounded in the leg, a sea- 
man was shot through the body, and 
the second mate’s arm was torn by 
splinters. 

_ The ship filled rapidly, but the 
crew put out a raft made of five 
planks and supported by barrels. A 
barrel of water and a case of biscuits 
were placed on the raft. The sub- 
marine came up, fired into the sink- 


ing ship and passed within 20 feet of, 


the unfortunates as it circled about 
raft. 


HUNS COULD SEE WOUNDED 


“Not a word did the Huns say to 
us,” said Ohlson, “although they could 
see our wounded and the plight we 
were in. There was a stiff breeze 
blowing and I expected the raft to 
break up. The submarine steamed 
away. ‘ ms 

“The wounded seaman died soon af- 
terward and we threw his body over- 
board. The next morning, after a 
sleepless night for all, the steward 
died and then the second mate. We 
shoved their bodies into the water 
also. On the third day the captain 
died. Then I must have lost count 
of time, for on the afternoon of the 
fourth day I found myself alone with 
the chief mate. 

“I did my best to cheer him up, but 
he only said, ‘I am going down into 
the cabin to get my pipe,’ and I knew 
his mind was going. He died that 
afternoon, and I managed to get the 
body clear of the raft.” 


RAFT SETTLES IN WATER 


“One of the barrel buoys had leaked 
and that end of the raft settled low 
in the water. Brine got into the bis- 
cuits and into the barrel of fresh 
water. : 

“I was alone on the raft for five 
days,” Ohlson went on, “I didn’t see 
a single ship all that time. I must 
have been a little delirious, because 
I'd lose count of the hours. I-was wet 
through. At night I’d hear the water 
swishing round me and then I would 
sleep.” 

On the ninth day he heard distant 
firing. He managed to get to his 
knees to look about him. There was 
the British patrol boat. When Ohlson 
was taken aboard he collapsed.

INTEND MAKING STAND. 


The Germans have destroyed all the 
bridges and crossings over the canal. 
Exhausted and in confusion the en- 
emy is being subjected to heavy shell 
fire. But the British for a moment are 
making no attempt to drive him fur- 
ther. It seems that the Germans in- 
tend to make a desperate stand here 
in front of the famous Borton wood 
and Cambrai. 

Meanwhile the northern part of the 
Hindenburg line continues to be clear- 
ed. The troops have made some pro- 
gress astride it in a southeasterly 
direction. 

North of Peronne, the British have 
advanced to the east, and while the 
actions have not been fought with 
the violence which characterized those 
in the past four days, being mainly 
between strong Britishadvance guards 
and German rear guards, additional 
ground has been gained. 

The enemy artillery seems to have 
stiffened all along the line. 

Villages which have bcoen taken at 
the crest of the advance had previous- 
ly been evacuated by the enemy. 


WOMEN HIDING IN CELLARS. 


When the British approached the 
town Ecourt St. Quentin, three men 
in civilian clothing managed to meet 
them. On the strength of the story 
they told the British troops rushed 
into the town and there found forty- 
six persons, thirty of whom were 
women, hiding in cellars. They were 
helped out and came across the bat- 
tlefields struggling over shell craters, 
and occasionally menaced by a hail of 
indirect machine gun fire from the 
Germans. 

It was a strange and pitiful proces- 
sion. Both men and women had been 
under the domination of the Germans 
since September, 1914; they had not 
seen a single allied soldier since then, 
for this was the first time that the 
territory in the locality of the village 
had been out of the hands of the Ger- 
mans since the beginning of the war. 

There were unkempt old French- 
men, staring at the bare, shell shat- 
tered fields, and roads alive with 
troops, and women carrying parcels 
or pushing perambulators, bearing 
their few belongings oor chil- 
dren across fields where one of the 
most furious of the war had _ been 
fought. : 7 

DELIRIOUS WITH JOY. 


They were almost delirious with 
joy as they wended their way to the 
rear between long stretches of guns, 
ambulances, horses and _ khaki-clad 
soldiers. 

On the road they passed men who 
had been wounded or killed. More 
than one laughed and cried alternate- 
ly, as they again trod the free soil 
of France and tried to thank the sol- 
diers who had helped them from their 
bondage. The three men who had 
first come out of the town to meet the
